REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the School Board of the School District of Allenstown: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report of the schools 
of Allenstown for the year ending July 15, 1917. 
In harmony with the urgent need of economy this report 
is brief. 
Work ACCOMPLISHED. 


The work done in the schools was of a high order and 
gratifying results were obtained. 

‘Music and drawing were successfully taught by the same 
supervisors as last year, Martha F. Gale and Edith S. 
Wattles. 


THe Lack oF PERMANENCY IN THE TEACHING FORCE. 


The problem of securing and retaining efficient teachers 
is most important. Its solution depends largely upon two 
conditions, first, a salary commensurate with the require- 
ments of the schools and large enough to compare favorably 
with salaries of teachers in city schools; second, a suitable 
home where the teacher can secure good board, a pleasant, 
well-heated and ventilated room at a reasonable price. 
These two conditions must be met by every community 
that good teachers may be retained. 


Tur TEACHING OF PATRIOTISM. 


An emphasis should be placed upon the teaching of 
patriotism in our schools at this time as it should have 
been done in the past existence of our schools. A caution 
should be given to those zealous in a particular line of 
patriotic work that too great a demand may not be made 
upon the time of the pupils. There are numerous lines 
of patriotic work calling upon us all for righteous service 
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and should be hailed with delight, but if all these lines make 
a demand upon the school time of the pupils but little time 
will be left to teach the fundamentals. Thrift, Patriotism 
and Righteousness are fundamentals and should be taught 
as such. 

Our pupils and teachers have been active in patriotic 
work for. the Red Cross, Liberty Bonds and Thrift Stamps; 
also in the work of conservation of food and fuel and that 
of food production. It requires a great deal of wisdom to 
know just how much time should be allowed work beyond 
the regular curriculum, however worthy the work may be 
and however much the teachers and parents may be inter- 
ested in it. I fear that in some instances too much time 
and energy has been given to such work to the detriment 
of the regular school work by causing confusion in school 
organization and discipline. 


A CHANGE IN THE Laws oF NEw HAMPSHIRE RELATING 
To PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


An amendment to the Public Statutes by the last General 
Court reads: | 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, 
and thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end 
August 31, annually. 

“At its annual meeting holden in accordance with the 
provisions of section 1, chapter 90 of the Public Statutes, 
such school districts shall raise and appropriate money for 
the support of schools to be expended during the fiscal 
year beginning September 1, next succeeding.”’ 

Your attention is called to this matter so that there may 
be sufficient appropriations made at the coming school 
meeting to support the schools until August, 1919, which 
means an increease of 50 per cent over the regular appro- 
priations. 

REPAIRS. 


During the summer vacation the halls on the first and 
second floors were remodelled,—a broad stairs leading to 
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the second floor were built and two new front doors were 
put in their proper places. 
The building now is in good condition for school work. » 


THE RESIGNATION OF Dr. BUTTERFIELD. 


The removal of Dr. C. E. Butterfield from our midst 
deprived the school board of the assistance of a valuable 
member. Dr. Butterfield was progressive in his views on 
school administration and methods. He believed that 
school houses and surroundings should be sanitary and 
beautiful that the best results might be obtained. 

The school board appointed Mr. B. L. Millen to fill the 
vacancy. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that music and drawing be taught 
by the same instructors; 

That medical inspection be conducted as in the year last ' 
past; 

That a sufficient sum of money be raised to employ com- 
petent and well-qualified teachers; 

That the school board report four hundred dollars for 
books and supplies; 

That the school board report seven hundred fifty dollars 
for high school tuitions. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
citizens, school board, teachers and pupils for their cordial 
support.

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REPORT OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE DEPARTMENT. . 


Mr. Henry S. Roberts, Superintendent of Schools: 


My pear Mr. Rosertrs:—I submit a report of the 
work accomplished in the Domestic Science Department. 

In the cooking and sewing classes, the girls of the fifth, 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades are enrolled. 

The Department this year has been self-supporting with 
the exception of a few necessities for cleaning purposes. 

The cooking classes have done practical work by cooking 
for families who have furnished us with the supplies. We 
have complied with the Hoover Food Regulations in using 
economical recipes and those foods which are recommended. 
The fats we have saved and made into soap. 

The classes have prepared their own, and the teachers’ 
luncheons and dinners, to put into practice Table Service 
and Table Etiquette. 

The sewing classes spent much time in knitting and 
crocheting during the fall term. Since then, they have 
hemmed two dozen towels for the Red Cross, completed 
one patch-work. quilt for this same purpose, and are now 
making another coverlet, comfort bags and pillows. 

Some of the parents have become interested in the Red 
Cross work through the children and have made patch- 
work squares, knitted wash cloths and socks. 

The schools have never had a better opportunity to 
show their true patriotic spirit than through the work this 
year and all are eager to help and do their part toward it. 7 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you, the school board, and 
parents for your co-operation and invite all those who are 
interested, to visit this department.
